School Lesson for February 21 
is entitled "Knowing and Doing 
God's Will." The theme of the 
lesson can be summed up in the 
statement "Practice what you 
preach." 


There is always the disposi- 


tion, as we consider religious 
problems, to put too much em- 
phasis on conformity. If we be- 
lieve 
certain 
things, attend 


church regularly and support the 
church, we are accustomed to 
believe that we are Christians 
in the best sense of the term. 
This lesson on knowing and do- 
ing God's will points out the 
necessity 
of translating our 


Christian faith into a type of life 
on which Jesus put his stamp of 
approval. "Not everyone who 
says to me, 'Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven 
but he that doeth the will of 
my father which is in heaven" 
(Matthew 7:21). 


Sunday Religion 


One of the sub-topics asks the 


question: "Are good Intentions 
enough?" The 
answer is, of 


course, a decided negative. We 
can have a type of Christian 
faith known as "Sunday reli- 
gion." We can also have a type 
of religion known as "sanctuary 
religion." The whole of the Bible 
makes pllain the message that 
God and his divine will are to 
be placed first and kept first in 
the life of every true believer. 


Many people claim that the 


Church is full of hypocrites. Any- 
one who has had any experience 
in church work knows that this 
is not true. The Church is full 
of honest, sincere, aspiring peo- 
ple who frequently stumble and 
fall but who after every fall get 
to their feet and keep on trying 
to live according to what they 
believe to be God's moral re- 
quirements. Jesus was not a 
rebel, opposing certain beliefs or 
practices in the Jewish church. 
He appears to have been an 
orthodox believer 
himself, but 


he 'was against the church lead- 
ers because their religion had 
become almost wholly external. 
The Pharisees considered them- 
selves ' deeply religious. They 
were in fact religious, but not 
deeply so. They prayed to be 
seen of men. They enjoyed being 
referred to as pious, God-fear- 
ing an& faithful. 
They went 


through (he motions of religion 
with regularity and zeal but 
there was very little true reli- 
gious zeal in the lives they lived 


. and the influence they exerted. 


Steadfast 


Throughout his ministry Jesus 


loved to use the figure of strong 
foundations. He dectared that the 
life of a genuinely religious man 
must be built upon a rock so 
that when the rain descends arid 
the floods come and the winds 
blow and beat upon that house 
it will not fall because it is 
founded upon a rock. But those 
who were superficial 
in their 


religion were like the people who 
built their houses upon sand and 
when the rain descended and the 
floods came and the winds blew 
and .beat upon such a house it 
fell, and "great was the fall of 
it." 


Here Jesus turned to the use 


of a parable in setting forth his 
teaching. "A certain man had 
two sons; and 'he came to the 
first, and said, Son, go work to- 
day in my vineyard." And the 
son's answer was 
an angry 


negative. "I will not," he said, 
but afterward he repented and 
went. And there was a second 
son, and in response to his 
father's command he answered 
cheerfully that he would go into 


the vineyard and work that day, :•:;

The harlots were out- 
casts in a society that prided 
itself on its 
decency. Jesus 


sought out the publicans and 
became so free with them that 
a certain publican named Mat- 
thew (or Levi) became one of his 
twelve disciples. He sought the 
friendship of a certain Zaccheus, 
also a publican, with the result 
that Zaccheus became an honest 
man and a useful citizen. Jesus 
always 
insisted that knowing 


God's will is important, but not 
sufficient. 'Unless we act on the 
basis of our knowledge we are 
not pleasing to the Lord whom 
we profess to follow. 


Jesus denounced the scribes 


and .'Pharisees, calling 
them 


blind guides and hypocrites. "Ye 
compass sea and land to make 
one proselyte," he declared, 
"and when he is made, ye make 
him twofold more the child of 
hell than yourselves" (Matthew 
23:15). Jesus urged his contem- 
poraries to strive to know the 
will of God by reading the Bible, 
praying sincerely and giving al- 
legiance to the church. God ap- 
pears to be pleased not with 
what we achieve spiritually but 
with what we try to achieve.

Postmaster W. C. Galloway 


said Friday proposed new postal 
rate increases will place the 
nation's postal system on a sound 
financial basis and will shift 
more of the costs from taxpayers 
generally to those who will mail 
the most. 


He explained the recent Postal 


Service proposals submitted Feb. 
1 to the Postal Rate Commission 
would yield additional revenues 
of $1.45 billion during fiscal 1972, 
starting July 1, 1971. 


The proposals call for an in- 


crease in virtually all mail 
categories, except parcel post, 
Postmaster Galloway noted. 


"If the Rate Commission does 


not present to the Governors of 
the Postal Service a- recom- 
* 
mended decision on rate changes 
within 90 days, it is anticipated 
that a temporary rate increase 
will be put into effect by the 
Postal Service," Galloway said. 


He pointed out that the higher 


rates had been sought by the Post 
Office Department under both 
the current and previous ad- 
ministrations, but no action was 
taken. In addition to the long- 
standing Postal Service proposal 
for a two-cent boost for letters 
from 6 to 8 cents, Postmaster 
Galloway said advertising mail 
(regular bulk rate third class) 
would be increased to a minimum

of 5 cents per piece, plus ad- 
ditional increases for heavier 
weights. 


Substantial increases also are 


proposed for magazines, news- 
papers and other categories of 
second-class mail, Galloway 
said.
